homes to them, that these people do not 
have the decency to thank us or to offer 
explanation about their original intention of 
the film and the present outcome of the 
film ‘Testament’ — or should I say ‘En¬ 
trapment?” 

The legal action, he said, ‘‘contemplates 
a judicial order to restrain the box office 
receipts and to halt these monies for the 
reimbursement of the residents that took part 
in the film or donated time and supplies to 
it, believing that it was for a nonprofit 
purpose.” 

Morales allowed the film company to use 
some of his ham radio equipment which was 
utilized in the Leon Ames segment of 
“Testament.” Ames played the part of the 
elderly ham operator who attempted to con¬ 
tinue communication with the outside world 
in the film, following multiple world nuclear 


“Misrepresentation” and “unjust enrich¬ 
ment” are the charges in the suit at least 
one Sierra Madrean is bringing against L.D.L. 
Films and their representatives, namely Lynne 
Littman, before Pasadena Superior Court. 

Miguel Angel Morales of Sierra Madre, 
news editor of KWKW, is bringing suit. 
The Pasadena-based radio is called “La 
Mexicana” and is directed toward the Spanish¬ 
speaking community. 

Morales identified the charges for’ the 
News: “Unjust enrichment is for the use of 
our good will and voluntarism for commer¬ 
cial remuneration without the authorization of 
the residents or their payment for their work. 
Misrepresentation is for proposing a nonprofit 
and educational venture for which we par¬ 
ticipated for the benefit of our community 
and our children and later converting it to a 
commercial venture.” 


attacks. 

“The action will demand to the Superior 
Court that a monetary fund be set up to 
reimburse said residents who contributed to the 
film. Other organizations like S.A.G. (Screen 
Actors’ Guild) and S.E.G. ’ (Screen Extras 
Guild) will be investigating the possible irregu¬ 
larities made by the film company in 
question.” 

Morales said there would be a piece 
in this week’s edition of “Hollywood Variety 
Magazine” concerning the issue. 

Morales explained that the rules of S.A G. 
demand that film companies compensate their 
employees accordingly when a film suddenly 
changes from nonprofit to commercial as 
seen with “Testament.” 

“These ar^the reasons for the complaint 
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Besides those charges, there will be other 
charges.” 

Would he divulge the names of other 
plaintiffs in the action against L.D.L. Films? 
No, he would not. He would only say he 
represents a group of people who are dis¬ 
gusted with the idea of being “taken for a 
ride.” The lawsuit “will be presented within 
the next 48 hours.” 


Morales told the News, “After continuing 
my investigation of the film ‘Testament’ 
and realizing that an explanation is not 
intended to the city of Sierra Madre and 
its residents regarding the change from non¬ 
profit to commercial, we are left with no 
other recourse but to legally contemplate 
suit. It is disappointing to see that after our 
good will and trust has been taken advan¬ 
tage of especially when we have opened our

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Martin says charge is illegal 

Group W subscribers advised to deduct $3 charge 


Special Counsel Charles Martin Tuesday plan¬ 
ned to send a letter to the New York offices 
of Group W Cable TV, informing executives there 
that the Sierra Madre City Council had confirmed 
and adopted Martin’s official position that the $3 
charge levied against cable subscribers for the re- 
mote-converter unit is illegal. 

Martin told the News that he would give 
Group W until Dec. 15 to respond to the letter. 

The City Council met at a 7 a.m. special 
session Monday and unanimously accepted Martin’s 
opinion handed down in a memo dated Nov. 11. 

At last week’s regular council meeting. Council- 
members Charles Corp and Lisa Fowler voted 
against adopting the entire motion couched by 
Councilman Tom Edwards. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai voted with Edwards at 
that meeting and accepted the motion which also 
included “and that any non-compliance therewith, 
such as disconnecting service, will be dealt with in 
appropriate fashion.” 

Martin, who is continuing as special counsel 
only in this matter since resigning two months 
ago, told the News that the $3 charge may be 
leveled against Sierra Madre subscribers after Jan. 1, 
1984, since that date ends the 21-mo. period in 
which charges were to be unchanged, according to 
the agreement between Group W and the city. 


“This may be a tempest in a teapot. The 
question is whether or not Group W is willing 
to go to court over four months of charging 
subscribers for the remote-cortVerter. They might 
waive charges for those months,” Martin told the 
News. 

“They could file the application (to raise the 
charges by $3) and do it right or lose customers 
and possibly the franchise,” he continued. 

Sierra Madre cable subscribers have responded 
to the S3 charge in three ways: adamantly turning 
back the remote control device; withholding the $3 
fee for the device; doing nothing. 

The News asked Martin for his opinion of 
what subscribers should do. He replied, “I suggest 
people deduct S3 and write Group W, explaining 
that the City Council accepted my opinion that the 
$3 is illegal.” 

And if they have already turned back their 
remote control appliances? “Ask for them back,” 
he said. 

Since Martin’s resignation, the City Council has 
been interviewing candidates for his replacement. 

Martin reiterated to the News that he was 
continuing with the Group W problem as a hold¬ 
over matter. However, if court action is taken, he 
will turn litigation over to the new city attorney.

Safety precautions 

It’s that tims of year again when wa 
must take special precautions to keep 
our homes safe from Christmas shopping 
burglars. Let’s not make It easy for them 
to break Into our homes or cars. 

A few facts that should help us take 
care of our possessions are Included In 
the following question and answer test 
written a year ago by Col. W. W. Moore, 
president of the National Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 

1. Tests show that where property 
such as TVs, radios and other valuables 
are marked with Identification, burglary 
has been reduced as much as 400%. 
True. Marking Items and keeping a record 
of valuables makes it difficult for burglars 
to sell and easy for the police to trace. 

2. If your house Is empty, what Is 
the best light to leave on Inside the 
house (or apartment)? A bathroom light 
because it Is the one light usually left 
burning In homes during the night. 

3. A “safe house’’ Is a home that 
has a big heavy safe to store your val¬ 
uables. False. Safe houses are police and 
community programs In which special 
homes are marked with the letter “H” 
to let children know there is an adult 
Inside who will help them If they are 
III, become scared or need help. 

4. There Is a holdup every 10 minutes. 
False. Actually, there Is an armed holdup 
every 78 seconds. 

5. You can feel very safe In the 
daytime as almost all crimes are com¬ 
mitted at night. False. Because so many 
families work during the day and your 
home Is often unguarded and empty, you 
must be as alert In the daytime as at 
night. 

6. If a car pulls up and the driver 
asks for directions as you’re walking, 
you are perfectly safe during the day. 
False. Never go near a car In which a 
driver or rider Is asking for directions. 
Let them roll down the window. Stay far 
away and suggest they ask a uniformed 
police officer or call from a public pay 
phone. Do not go near the car. 

7. Locked car trunks are a safe place 
to keep presents Just purchased. False. 
Do not allow gifts to remain In the trunk 
of an auto very long. Go home and stash 
them* away In a safe place If possible.

For the ninth conse¬ 
cutive year dating back 
to 1975, the nationally- 
standardized achieve¬ 
ment lest scores of the 
Pasadena Unified School 
District arc up. As shown 
in the district’s annual 
test report, the average 
student in Pasadena 
scored at the 58th per¬ 
centile on the spring, 
1983 testing battery, or 
8 points above the na¬ 
tional average and up 2 
points from last year.
